Better to wear grass around the loins here than 
to be clothed in purple and fine linen in any other land on the globe. 
No one wants to be taxed to death, but if it ever came to the point 
Americans, especially those that have lived or traveled in foreign 
iands. will be happy to contribute the last shirt to keep the fires of 
freedom burning on the headlands of our republic that mankind may 
not sink in the night to utter despair.

THE I. W. W. ESTIMATE OF LAW. 

In taking French leave of the United States just as his term in the 
penitentiary was due to begin William B. Haywood, convicted dis- 
loyalist ,is perfectly consistent. To the I. W. W. law is a farce, gov- 
ernment superfluous and courts a nuisance. Why bother with these 
guides to and guardians of society when we have the will of com- 
munist leaders and the comfort and advice of anarchist director 
generals to determine the course of the country? No donbt the call 
of the International was superior in the ears of this apostle of de- 
struction to that of the honest obligation to bondsman or the patriotic 
appeal of obedience to law. 

To this add the natural affinity of Soviet Kussia and the naywond 
class and the Haywood departure for Moscow, and the midnight realm 
of riot and ruin, assumes perfectly logical complexion.

The foreign- 
er the better.

Schools uf Kentucky Are Asked to 
Participate In State-Wide 
Athletic Evont Soon To 
Be Held. 

The Interscholasitc Tournamont for 
tho accredited high schools of the 
Btate will bo held at tho University of 
Kentucky May (i and 7. The program 
for the debates has Just been an- 
nounced at. the University. The state 
has been divided, into seven districts 
and each district will send a team to 
the university. The districts are Coti- 
tral Kentucky District, Northern Ken- 
tucky District, Eastern Kentucky Dis- 
trict, Southeastern Kentucky District, 
Louisville District, Hondcrson-Owens- 
boro District, and Paducah District. 
Tho district contests have been held 
all over the state during the last 
month, and it is expected that the dis- 
trict winners will be announced soon. 
The finals In the Central Kentucky 
District are to he held at Lolngton on 
Monday, May L\ The following schools 
tre expeetod to have teams In the dis- 
trict contest: Lexington High School, 
Clark County High School, Winchester 
High Sschool, Stanton College Acad- 
emy, Asbury College Academy, Ander- 
County High School, and Richmond 
High School. Already Model High 
School of Eastern State Normal has 
been eliminated by Richmond and 
Frankfort High School has been elim- 
inated by Lexington High School. The 
district tournament Is expected to be 
hotly contested for the district cham- 
pionship. The various winning teams 
from each of the seven districts are 
xpected to meet at tho university on 
Friday, May 6„ to battle for the All- 
State Championship. The debates will 
begin at 9:30 a. m., May 6. and the 
contests will open with a debate be- 
tween Central Kentucky and Louis- 
ville districts. At tho same hour is 
scheduled a debate between the 0w« 
ensborO-Uenderson district and Pa- 
ducah district and also n debate be- 
tween the Northern Kentucky district 
and tho Southeastern Kentucky dis- 
ricts. Tho first preliminaries being 
over, the winner of tho contest be- 
tween the Northeastern and South- 
eastern districts will debate the win- 
ner of the Northern Kentucky District. 
Tho winner of this latter contest will 
debate the winner of tho Central- 
lxmisville contest. This will reduce 
the teams to two and the winner of the 
lest mentioned contest will debate the 
winner of the Owensboro-Padueah 
contest In the finals for the Alt-State 
championship. 

All the debates except the finals 
will be private and the teams con- 
cerned will not be admitted to hear 
tho others debate. Three sets of Judges 
will sit at the debates. The finals arc 
to be held in the University chapel at 
7:30 p. m.i Friday evening, May 6. 

The student body of the University 
Is planning a reception for the visit- 
ing teams. The Booster Club of the 
University — a student organization 
made up of representatives from all 
other organizations in the University 
—has taken matters in charge and 
will arrange for the entertainment of 
the visitors. The vnriops clnhs and 
other organizations representing the 
various sections of the state wil lnrray 
themselves in line for "rooting" for 
their home teams II is expected that 
the visitors will be received as never 
before. 

Plans are now being made by the 
University Boosters to take care of 
the large number of visitors expected. 
The visiting teams will be entertain- 
ed at a dinner in the University Arm- 
ory on the evening of May 6. 

The Interscholastic Track Tourna-

New York, May 4. — A reduptlon of 
about twenty per cent, in wages for 
day labor, effective on May 16, and an 
equitable adjustment of other rates, 
Including salaries, at the plants of the 
Cnlted States Steel Corporation was 
announced Tuesday night by Elbert H. 
Gary, Chairman of the corporation's 
Board of Directors. It is estimated 
that between 150,000 and 175,000 em- 
ployees of the corporation will be af- 
fected by the cut. 

Mr. Galr also said that the corpora- 
tion had been unable to find a practic- 
able basis for the entire abandonment 
of the twelve-hour day, or turn, In the 
immediate future. He also said that 
the twelve-hour shift already had been 
eliminated In certain departments and 
that efforts would be continued with 
the expectation of entirely eliminating 
this feature within the next year. Mr. 
Gary expressed the opinion that he did 
not believe the corporation could sat- 
isfy the employees with any shorter 
limit 

On the basis of the reduction last 
night corporation officials estimated 
the average cut in wages at approxi- 
mately $1.40 a nay por man. Roughb 
this will affect a reduction in the pay- 
roll, calculated on the present num- 
ber of employees of not less than 
$150,000,000 annually.
